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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 1-12, 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Li et al 
(US 6133975). 

In accordance with specification (page 16, 2 nd paragraph): when the polymer networks 
are formed, the bistable liquid crystal layer maintains homeotropic alignment, i.e., after the 
polymer networks are formed, the polymer networks serves to maintain the homeotropic 
alignment (i.e., aligned perpendicular to the substrate). For examination purposes, the Examiner 
interprets as in accordance with the specification (page 16, 2 nd paragraph). 

Li discloses a bistable LCD device comprising: a bistable liquid crystal material and a 
polymer stabilizer, wherein the polymer stabilizer comprises a polymerizable monomer (col. 2, 
lines 55-57) and is cured to form polymer networks (col 1, lines 65-66). 

A liquid crystal display device inherently comprises a pair of substrates each having 
electrode(s) formed thereon. 

Li discloses the polymer stabilizer stabilizing the state of the liquid crystal in the absence 
of an applied field (col. 2, lines 48-50). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Li as applied to 
claims 1 1-12, 14-17 above. 

Materials such as ITO used for the electrodes are common and known in the liquid 
crystal display art. Therefore, it would have at least obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
employ materials such as ITO, as it is common and known in the liquid crystal display art.

Response to Arguments 
6. Applicant's arguments filed 08-12-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's argument is as follows : Li fails to disclose the liquid crystal layer having a 
photopolymerized monomer aligned perpendicular to the first and second substrates. 

Examiner's responses to Applicant's arguments are as follows : In accordance with 
specification (page 16, 2 nd paragraph): when the polymer networks are formed, the bistable 
liquid crystal layer maintains homeotropic alignment, i.e., after the polymer networks are 
formed, the polymer networks serves to maintain the homeotropic alignment (i.e., aligned 
perpendicular to the substrate). For examination purposes, the Examiner interprets as in 
accordance with the specification (page 16, 2 nd paragraph). Li discloses a bistable LCD device 
comprising: a bistable liquid crystal material and a polymer stabilizer, wherein the polymer 
stabilizer comprises a polymerizable monomer (col. 2, lines 55-57) and is cured to form polymer 
networks (col. 1, lines 65-66).
